THE FIRST "DEFENSE " BILL. 


With the first of the important national de- 


1 fense measures finally passed by Congress and 
roady for the President's signature, the peace 
•at-any-pricers, the Carnegie Peace Foundation, 
Henry Ford and other backers of the anti-pre- 
paredness propaganda, and the small "I didn't 
'raise my boy to be a soldier" chorus, may breathe 
easily. We are not headed toward the rack of 
•militarism. The free heart of America is in no 
danger of being "crushed under the heel of uni- 
formed Chauvinists." 


But the easement of the shivery, whimpering 


element of our citizenship, whose only contribu- 
tion to national security is a well-modulated 
voice, comes high. The price is the disappoint- 
ment of the great majority of our citizens who 
hoped Congress would provide adequate defense. 
The situation was disclosed in all its hard, bare 
actualities, but Congress ignored the evidence

This is the number required to 
properly perform our peace military duties as at 
present outlined and to adequately garrison ad- 
ditional coast fortifications which we believe 
should at once be provided. This. would have 
been an increase of about 126,000, of which 55,- 
000 were estimated to be, necessary for the coast 
fortifications existing and recommended. 


As we have previously pointed out, the bill 


just passed by Congress provides for a peace 
strength of 160,000 men. Advocates of the new 
measure advertise that it will provide 206,000. 
But such representations are fraudulent. They 
take into account Philippine Scouts, the Porto 
Rico constabularj', hospital corps and the clerical 
forces of the staff departments. 
The Philip- 


pine and Porto Rico auxiliary forces were'not 
figured, in the present authorized strength of 
120,000. 


It develops therefore that after all its theat-

PEACE TALK AND HOPE. 


At the end of the ninety-fifth week of the 


European war there is more talk of peace than 
has been heard any time since the conflict 
started. It is true that the officials of belliger- 
ent governments have not' yet sounded any con- 
ciliatory note. There has been no hint of con- 
cessions or abandonment of any of the much- 
discussed "national goals." 


Yet it is significant that peace is being dis- 


cussed in many different quarters, although it 
is in each case obviously the child of a fervent 
wish. It would be a strange, mind indeed that 
was not open to discussions of peace and in which 
the seed of hope that proposals for peace nego- 
tiations shortly will be forthcoming could not 
find root.

The great war broke suddenly out of a clea: 


sky, before people generally realized that th' 
catastrophe was upon them. It may be tha 
peace will dawn in the same manner. Let us al 
hope that it will. If we take the declarations 
official and unofficial, of the position of the 
Allies and the Central Powers at their full face 
value we find little ground for encouragement 
But may they.not all be wrong? Is it not quite 
possible that influences for peace may develop 
ivith such force and rapidity as to negative all 
the superficial indications and declarations?
